"Yet to all who did receive him, to those who believed in his name, he gave the right to become children of 
God— children born not of natural descent, nor of human decision or a husband's will, but born of God. 
John 1:12-13." 

Today's Gospel reading reminded me that there is a Christmas present for us all that is more valuable that 
anything we currently own.

Accept His invitation to see the world through 
His eyes of love. 

There's no doubt that all of you are at this service today because God has somehow touched your life. I 
invite all of us, God invites us, to wade deeper into the depths of Jesus Christ. There is more. You might be 
saying to yourself, this sounds interesting, but how do I go about doing this. The answer is "come and see." 
Join worshipers to "come and see" what the Bible has to say about God. Join fellow believers in growing 
your relationship with God. Talk to God and talk to others who have found God. Talk to God and listen for 
answers through prayer and the insights of fellow believers. 

May the birth of Christ, the mystery, awe, and jaw dropping wonder of God becoming man, hit you, be ex- 
perienced by you in a roller coaster, adrenaline-pumping sort of way this holiday season. Amen
